Denver, Colorado, Monday, May 20, 1929, 
and reached final adjournment Saturday, 
May 25, at 5 P. M. 
It was a week of interesting historical 
perspectives. Thirty-nine years before, in 
°1890, Joe N. Weber had helped to organize 
Local No. 20. Twenty-eight years before, 
in 1901, Denver had. entertained the 
Sixth Annual Convention of the national 
organization. This year three men were 
on the ground to reminisce concerning 
that former convention—Joe N. Weber, 
Frank Speigl] and Clark Miller. 
Three hundred and twenty-four dele- 
| gates, representing all sections of the 
United States and Canada, composed the 
convention. 
The convention considered eighty-eight 
resolutions, of which forty-four were 
- adopted, thirteen withdrawn, five referred 
to International Executive Board and 
twenty-six lost.

The Grand Symphony Concert given by 
Denver musicians on funday evening, 
May 19, at the City Auditorium, was a 
revelation to Federation visitors. An or- 
chestra of one hundred and five members, 
under the direction of Horace E. Ture- 
man, presented a high-class program, 
which was most enthusiastically received. 
This organization, with no millionaire en- 
dowment to sustain it, nevertheless, from 
sheer love of music and an ardent desire 
for cultural development, cheerfully at- 
tends three rehearsals per week—receiv- 
ing only a small honorarium of $5.00 for 
each concert given—to aid in the expense 
of private tuition, carfare and upkeep of 
instruments. The City of Denver gives 
free use of auditorium and $1,000 a year. 
The activities of the organization are 
limited to strictly educational ‘purposes, 
and the music-loving public hears all pro- 
grams for season tickets at 25 cents and 
10 cents a concert, or single tickets at 
50, 25 and 10 cents. Seventy per cent of 
the orchestra members belong to the 
musicians’ wnion and the other 30 per 
cent are under contract to remain out of 
the competitive field. The conductor, 
Mr. Tureman, who is devoted to the 
‘cause, handles the orchestra with fine 
capabilities, and has won for himself a 
warm place in the regard of Denver music 
lovers. In symphony orchestra upbuiid- 
ing Denver has set an example which 
other cities might study with lasting 
profit. At the intermission point in the 
concert program Conductor Tureman in- 
troduced President Joseph N. Weber, who 
paid Denver musicians a high compliment 
for their enterprise and sketched the 
progress since the days of his own Denver 
musical associations, more than a third 
of a century ago.

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NEW LAWS 


Sa FOLLOWING legislation is included in the 





laws adopted by the 1929 Convention to go into 
effect August 1st, 1929, unless otherwise provided: 
Increases in the scale for traveling members and 
leaders in several branches of that class of work were 
. adopted, a full report of which will appear in the July 
‘ issue of the International Musician after being properly 
compiled. 


A resolution was adopted to provide that all expense 
incurred in theatrical matters and all strike benefits 
paid in such controversies should be defrayed from the 
Theatre Defense Fund. 


The date of holding of the Convention was changed 
to the first Monday in June. The Thirty-fifth Annual 
Convention will be held in Boston, Mass., beginning 
Monday, June 2, 1930. 


Local Secretaries shall be required to write ur stamp 
the word “TRANSFER” on cards issued to transfer 
members, and such transfer cards shall not be certificates 
‘ of membership unless paid-up card from home local is 
exhibited. 


A Declaration of Principle, issued by the Interna- 
tional Executive Board and concurred in by the 
Convention, as well as a resolution thereafter adopted 
containing instructions to the Board to continue the 
propaganda pursued by the President’s office, will be 
found on the front page of this issue. 


Increases were made in the salaries of the President 
and ‘Treasurer. 


A Board of Trustees, to consist of the President, 
Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer and Executive 
Officer from Canada, was created to have full charge of 
the depositing and investing of the Theatre Defense 
‘Fund. 


A Resolution was adopted instructing the Interna- 
tional Executive Board to determine upon a rate of 
compensation to Locals for expenses incurred in the 
collection of the Theatre Defense Fund. The rate was 
set by the Board at 3% bay the amount collected, with a 


tor 


quarterly by the Treasurer. 


The 2% tax for the Theatre Defense Fund was amended 
to include those employed in making sound pictures, 
with the proviso that when members making sound pic- 
tures are called on strike they shall receive strike 
beriefits in such amounts as the International Executive 
Board may find to be reasonably justified by the circum- 
stances in the case. 


Article XII, Section 1, was amended to read: 
“Before accepting any engagement in another juris- 
diction, either individually or to furnish bands or 
orchestras,.excepting theatre season or broadcasting 
‘ engagements at broadcasting studios (see Article X, 
Section 2, Paragraph ©), members shall first ascertain, 
etc.” 


Orchestras or members cannot solicit nor accept _ 
a theatre season or any broadcasting engagement in 
another jurisdiction without the consent of the Local in 
whose jurisdiction the theatre or broadcasting studio is 
situated, 





Article [X, Section 4, was amended by adding: 
“When the provisions of this paragraph have been 


_ fully complied with by a local, a traveling band entering 


its jurisdiction is bound by the minimum number law 
established by the local, except when under Section 28 
of this Article, the local refuses to allow its members to. 
traveling hand.” .

The Convention recommended and urged all locals of 
the Federation to enact such laws and regulations as 
will equitably prohibit members holding steady or sea- 
sonal engagements, for which a reasonable living wage 
is paid, from sending substitutes thereto for the purpose 
of accepting other engagements. 





Commencing with Labor Day, 1929, the following 
scale of prices for recording services, in connection with 
the making of Columbia, Brunswick, Victrola and similar 
records, shall be the minimum scale for such work 
wherever performed, in the United States or Canada.

Opera companies desiring to employ members of the 
Federation can only do so on condition that they deposit 
with the Federation wages of musicians covering one 
week and a sufficient amount to pay their return trans- 
portation to the place wherefrom they were engaged 
unless the President of the Federation or the Interna- 
tional Executive Board relieves the employer from the 
necessity of doing so. 


A guest conductor, producing leader or guest organist 
found guilty after due trial of violating Local laws shall 
be fined by such Local a sum not less than $100.00 or 
more than $1,000.00. 


If a member or a Local send a check to the Interna- 
tional Treasurer or any other officer of the Federation 
in payment of an amount due the Federation, and said 
check is unpaid or protested, then the offending member 
or Local shall be subject to a fine of Five Dollars, to- 
gether with all protest charges incurred. 


The following amendments to Article XIII, governing 
traveling orchestras, were adopted: 

The last paragraph of Section 9 was amended by 
adding the words “Dance Halls” at the beginning of the 
second line, the section now reading: 

“Members of orchestras playing season engagements 
at dance halls, restaurants, cafes and inns outside the 
jurisdiction of any Local of the A. F. of M. must not 
receive less than $30.00 per man per week (leader, 
$45.00), board and lodging, also transportation both 
ways. Time of playing not to exceed five hours daily. 


Overtime, per man, $1.00 per half hour or fraction 
thereof. Where board and lodging are not furnished, 


$25.00 per week additional shall be charged for each 
man.” 





Section 10, Paragraph C, was amended as follows: 

C. A contracting member or leader, as the case may 
be, must, in every case, either before, or within two days 
after the engagement is played, submit his contract to 
the Local Union in whose jurisdiction the engagement is 
played, or in the absence of a written contract, file a 
sworn statement, fully explaining therein the conditions 
under which the engagement is played, together with 
the names of members who played same and the locals 
to which they belong. The local union in the jurisdic- 
tion where the engagement is played, shall also have the 
right, independent of any other provision herein, to com- 
pel the contracting member or leader to submit to it his 
contract or to make the affidavit above required, when 
there is no contract, but the failure of the local to take 
such action shall not relieve the contracting member or 
leader from complying with this section. ’ 





The second paragraph of Section 10, Paragraph C, 
Was amended by adding: 

“Provided that where the local has probable cause: to 
believe that the law is in some manner being violated, 
it shall have the right to hold for such limited period as 
it may decide, subject to the approval of the Interna- 
tional Executive Board or President, the 30 per cent in 
excess of the Local scale as provided by Sections 9 and 10 
of this article,” 






The General Rules were amended by adding: 


When a traveling orchestra, composed entirely of 
members from one local, returns to its home jurisdiction, 
it is entitled collectively and the members individually 
to all rights and privileges of the local. 


When said orchestra is not composed entirely of 


individuals belonging to the home local, then said orches- 


tra, as a unit, is not permitted to accept miscellaneous 
engagements,. but the-members of it belonging to the 
local may individually accept miscellaneous Aererents 


with other local orchestras. A 


A traveling orchesira which, during the life of its 
contract in the jurisdiction of any local, is laid off by 
closing of the place in which it is‘employed, by order of : 
the government or local authorities or by other causes 
such as fire or other calamity, may, during the period 
the place is closed—but in no case to exceed four weeks 
—solicit, contract and fulfill engagement as a novelty or 
vaudeville attraction only, in any place within that local 
jurisdiction, provided that such engagement does not 
displace or is not taken in competition with a local 
orchestra or attraction. 





Conscription Will Be Urged 


: Te stage is being set in Congress for the passage 


of a conscription law that will empower the Presi- 
dent to call the nation’s youth to the colors. 

An act of Congress is now necessary to conscript, but 
a pending bill will give that power to the President. 

Secretary of War Good proposed a blunt conscription 
act, but this has been rejected by Senators because it 
makes no mention of wealth. 

A bill favored by the American Legion covers this 
point. It empowers the President to conscript youth 
and to “regulate” the profits of business. 

The bill is called “conscription of capital and labor,” 
but this is misleading. It makes no attempt to con- 
script wealth. Profits are merely regulated. 


Under this system a business man will be allowed to 
include depreciation, replacement of machinery, interest 
on investment and all other expenses. Then he will be 
permitted to charge a “fair profit.” This will check 
war-time profiteers who destroy a nation’s morale in 
war time. 

The bill, however, will make no attempt to seize the 
means of production, but the youth of the land will be 
seized. 





EDITOR AND PUBLISHER makes the statement editorially 
that fully 90 per cent of the men employed by daily 
papers as “automobile editors” are in reality advertising 
men. There is an implied contract that for so much 
advertising there will be so much publicity “dope” pub- 
lished. This fills papers with mush and slush of no 
news value and sometimes of worse than that. But it is 
not confined to automobile pages. The same thing is 
true of most special “department” pages and of special 
stunts. When you see a pack of stories about any line 
of manufacture, commerce or what have you, including 
schools and colleges, see if along with the stories there 
are not a flock of advertisements. This sort of cheap 
pandering—it is nothing less—degrades newspapers and 
gives critics their chance. The labor press is more 
nearly free from this cheap sell-out than are the daily 
papers. The labor press is freer in every respect. Read 
the labor press. 





The Federal Radio Commission has decided that 
Station WCFL cannot have full time on the air and it 
cannot have the power it wants. It is shut off at night 
when wage-earners have time to listen. The Board is 
said to have b sed its decision on the ground that 
another station had better programs. Why should the 
Radio Commission * ~~ power to judge programs? If 
it can hold that power it can bar labor from the air 
entirely for no other reason than a dislike for labor 
programs. This busi ss of government by commissions 
and boards may easily go too far and it probably has

The following regulations, governing the 
maintenance, collecting and disbursement 
of the Theatre Defense Fund, enacted 
since the last Convention, are held to be 
binding on all members: 

THEATRE DEFENSE FUND 

Every musician employed in a theatre 
at any time, either in the pit or on the 
stage, is amendable to and shall pay a tax 
of 2 per cent of his earnings based upon 
the minimum scale applicable to his en- 
gagements. 

The fund collected from the tax shall 
be known as the Theatre Defense Fund, 
and the following rules shall apply to 
same: 

Local Members 

The collection of the tax from local 
members shall be done by the local union 
weekly in such manner as the local itself 
deems best. The local shall be respon- 
sible for the collecting of the tax or its 
remittance or both, five days after the 
last Saturday of each month -to the 
International Treasurer. ‘A local failing 
to comply with this rule upon due notice 
from the International Treasurer to do to 
within. one week, shall Le fined the sum 
of $25 and ehall in addition.thereto fully 
comply with all the rules governing the

these rules it shall have its charter imme- 
diately revoked and the conditions of its 
reinstatement shall be the payment of the 
fine and the full compliance with the 
rules. 

Bach local must report to the Interna- 
tional Treasurer the number of theatres 
maintained in its jurisdiction and the 
number of members employed therein 
and if upon due notice from the Treasurer 
the local fails to comply with this law, 
the Treasurer shall revoke its charter 
without any further notice and the local 
can be reinstated only on condition of its 
full compliance with the Theatre Defense 
Fund rules and upon the payment of a 
penalty of $25. 

Locals which have no theatres in their 
jurisdiction or have such but no musicians 
are employed therein, are obliged to make 
report thereof to the International Treas- 
urer each month. A local failing to com- 
ply. with this rule shall, upon due notice 
from the International Treasurer so to 
do, have its charter immediately revoked 
by the Treasurer without any further 
notice and shall be reinstated only on 
condition of its full compliance with the 
Theatre Defense Fund rules and upon 
payment of a penalty of $26. 

A local member who fails to pay the 
tax due duging any week or weeks shall 
pay to the Treasurer of the Federation as 
a penalty for his neglect the sum of $5 
for each and every week delinquent 
together with the total amount of tax due, 
and if within two weeks immediately fol- 
lowing first week of delinquency, he fails 
to make payment of the accrued penalties 
and tax due, he automatically suspends 
himself from the Federation and the local 
or locals in which he holds membership 
must immediately enforce his suspension.

the local leader shall inspect same for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether the book 
shows by the stamps contained therein 
that the tax has been paid up to date, and 
if such is not the case, to ascertain the 
date to which same has been paid. In 
either case, whether the musician who is 
in. possession of the stamp book or not, 
the leader shall make full report of all 
his findings to local secretary, giving 
name of the traveling member as well'as 
the local to which he belongs or the num- 
ber of his card if he be a conditional 
member and explain whether he was in 
possession of a stamp book, and if so, 
what same shows, and also include in his 
report the name of the company or act 
with which the musician travels and: if 
possible, the future route list of same. 
Failure to comply with the provisions of 
this rule shall render the offender liable 
to a fine of not less than $5 in each case. 

Local secretaries shall make report to 
the International Treasurer each week of 
any traveling musician, inclusive of 
leader, who is not in possession of a 
stamp book, or who fails to show this 
stamp book when asked to do so, and if 
he shows his book, advise the Treasurer 
as to whether the stamps contained 
therein prove that the tax has been paid 
up to date; and if not, report the date to 
which same has been paid. When doing 
so, he must also advise the Treasurer of 
the name of the traveling member and 
the local to which he belongs or the num- 
ber of his card if he be a conditional 
member, as well as the name of the com- 
pany or act with which he travels and, if 
possible, the future route list of same. 
Failure to comply with the provisions of 
these rules shall render the offender 
liable to a fine of not less than $5 for 
each week, 

Locals may appoint a substitute to 
carry out the provisions of the fore- 
going rules and such substitute shall then 
be responsible for the proper performance 
of this service. If he fails to do so, he 
shall be liable to the same penalty as the 
Local Secretary, i. e., fine of not less than 
$5 each week. 

If traveling musicians are called on 
strike by the Federation, they shall be 
entitled to strike benefits under the fol- 
lowing conditions, and based upon Fed- 
eration scale: 


Traveling Musicians on Road 

If employed for a specified number of 
weeks they shail receive their full wage 
for a period of fifteen weeks, except their 
contract terminates before the expiration 
of these weeks, the strike has been set- 
tled in the interim, or the authorities of 
the Federation have found it expedient 
to modify this provision. 


If employed under a season’s contract, 
or a play or pay contract, they shall re- 
ceive their full wage for the period of 
fifteen weeks, except in cases where the 
strike has been terminated before the 
expiration of such time, or the authorities 
of the Federation have found it expedient 
to modify this provision. 


Traveling Musicians Returning Home 

If a traveling musician returns to his 
home jurisdiction during the time he is 
entitled to strike benefits, he shall re- 
ceive one-half of his wage unless the 
strike has been settled in the interim or 
the authorities of the Federation have 
found it expedient to modify this pro- 
vision. 

Traveling musicians returning home 
during the time they draw strike bene- 
fits cannot play in theatres during said 
period. Neither are they permitted to 
play engagements which local members 


called on strikes would be prohibited from 


playing. 

Strike benefits shall only be paid out 
of the Theatre Defense Fund in the event 
that a strike in theatres is called by the 
Federation as the result of a controversy 
involving it by reason of a trade agree- 
ment with another organization; is called 
for the reason that a local union rejects 
propositions that the wages of its mem- 
bers who work in theatres be lowered; 
is called for the purpose of combatting 
the establishing of open shop, or is called 
when in the opinion of the authorities of 
the Federation-an emergency exists de 
manding that it be done. 


All costs of collecting, maintaining and 
disbursing the strike fund shall be de- 
frayed out of the fund. 

The collection of the fund shall be due 


and payable the first Saturday after La- 
bor Day, 1928. 


Strike benefits shall be paid out of the 
fund beginning June Ist, 1929. 


Any member of the American Federa- 
tion of Musicians who commits an act 
hindering the enforcing of the Theatre 
Defense Fund rules and its maintenance 
or disbursement shall be fined by the 
International Executive Board unless it 
is otherwise provided in these rules not 
less than $10 nor more than $5,000, .or 
be expelled from the Federation at the 
discretion of the International Executive 
Board. If the member be an officer of a 
local, in addition to being fined, he may 
be removed from office, and thereafter 








shall not be eligible to hold office with- 


out the consent of the Federation.. 





Members who are entitled to strike 
benefit must file application for same 
with the local secretary, who, if claim 
is found to be correct, shall certify the 
application. However, a traveling musi- 
cian who has returned home, may file 
application for strike benefit with secre- 
tary of his home local, but in such case 
the claim must also be verified by the 
secretary of the local in whose jurisdic- 
tion the strike developed. 

In either case the local secretary must 
send the application of the member to 
the President of the A. F. of M. within 
three days after receipt of same. 

Failure of any local secretary to send 
application under these provisions shall 
be cause for a fine, said fine to be levied 
at the discretion of the International 
President, but must not exceed $5 in any 
one case. 


Validity and allowance of claim for 
strike benefit shall be under the super- 
vision of the President or Executive 
Board of the A. F. of M. 





All laws of the Federation in contradic- 
tion of any rule governing the Theatre 
Defense Fund, the cost of its maintenance 
= disbursements do not apply to these 
rules.

In addition to it all, the recompense 
of the Treasurer, whose duties have been 
increased many times, should be ‘modified 
to conform to the changed conditions 
in the nature and ie Volume of his work 
and the additional responsibility he must 
carry. 





STATE AND DISTRICT CONFERENCES 


Many state and district conferences are 
held during each year, at which are repre- 
sented locals of certain districts, the 
purpose being a mutual exchange of in- 
formation as to conditions in jurisdictions 
of the locals represented so that all of 
them may follow policies which have been 
proven to the advantage of most of them 
in the promotion of the interests of their 
membership. At such conferences, a na- 
tional representative must be in attend- 
ance, and national policies and the status 
of national questions are explained by 
him to the representatives of locals at- 
tending the conferences. 

As long as these conferences confine 
their activities within the limits of the 
above purposes they can only be bene 
ficial to the members. However, they 
may miscarry in their purpose and be 
come agencies attempting to influence the 
activities of a national convention, the 
conference agreeing to instruct the local 
unions to instruct their delegates to the 
National Convention to vote on questions 
in accordance with the pre-determined 
opinion of the conference. Such activities 
would lead to factions in conventions and 
would be entirely unjust to all other local 
unions represented at the convention, as 
the delegates thereof have the right to 
have all questions of law decided after a 
thorough discussion at the convention. 
The result would be defeat of the proper 
function of a convention, the same as we 
experienced in locals, wherein, in the 
past, unions within the unions had been 
formed, which the Federation, for the 
good of the entire movement, was forced 
to suppress. Nothing will destroy an or- 
ganization more speedily than the individ- 
ual parts thereof, through special combi- 
nations attempting to follow their own 
particular interests regardless of the 
interests of all others. 


As an illustration of the importance for 
state or district conferences, for the good 
of the Federation, keeping their activities 
within the limits pointed out, I will re- 
late that some years ago a larger local 
agreed to the ceding of part of its juris- 
diction for the purpose of forming another 
local on condition that the price list of 
the newly-formed local should in no case 
carry lower prices than those of the local 
which ceded the territory. This reserva- 
tion was absolutely necessary, as the 
geographical location of both locals was 
such that a lower price list in the newly 
formed local would, in many instances, 
have unfavorable reaction on the members 
of the other local. For several years this 
arrangement was found to be entirely 
satisfactory. The new local, situated in a 
different state, but in close proximity to 
the older local, attended a conference in 
which the locale in its state were in- 
terested, and the conference made an ef- 
fort to have its agreement with the older 
local abrogated. As a result, the succeed- 
ing convention was littered with printed 
circulars induced by the conference, con- 
taining arguments why the newly-formed 
local should no longer be heid to iis 
charter agreement to maintain the mini- 
mum wage named in its price list no lower 
than that of the other local. The con- 
vention, after prolonged and intensive 
debate, rejected the proposition and re- 
sented the interference of district con- 
ferences in Federation matters through 
the method of having many locals instruct 
their delegates to vote as requested by the 
conference, or through any other method. 

Furthermore, as a result of this experi- 
ence, a resolution was introduced at the 
convention to forbid the holding of any 
conference. This, however, was an en- 
tirely non-constructive proposition, as the 


’ value of conferences to the locals attend- 


ing same, if its déliberations are held 
within the proper and. beneficial limits, 
cannot be denied.. The convention finally 
decided that a representative of the Fed- 
eration should attend all such conferences, 
it being understood that his activities at 
them would be confined to guarding the 
conferences against any error of trespass- 
ing upon the authorities of the conven- 
tions, or the interests of the locals not 
represented at such conferences. 

Since then the Federation has had little 
or nothing to complain of in this matter 
and the activities of these conferences 
have continued to result in great benefit 
to the locals attending them. The con-

of the opinion: that trespassing upon the 
authorities of conventions, or attempts to 
influence conventions by instructing the 
delegates to express the will of confer- 


‘ences at same, would finally prove to be 


against their own interests, because if 
such a course was approved by the Fed- 
eration each district conference would be- 


’ come a faction in the convention, and the 


consequence would be that final decision 
would be the result of combination of 
factions, with the resulting dire conse- 
quences which such conditions always 
have in store for an organization. 

I make this explanation for the reason 
that a well-meaning and talented delegate 
to a recent conference of locals proposed 
that the conference should accept a propo- 
sition that the delegates of local unions 
representing the locals attending the con- 
ference who will be sent to the next 
convention should vote in favor of a 
proposition that every traveling orchestra 
entering its jurisdiction should be obliged 
to pay a certain percentage of its earnings 
into the treasuries of the local union. It 
was explained to the conference that its 
activities could not extend thus far, as it 
involved other locals, and not only those 
represented at the conference. 


As already stated, the conferences are 
of inestimable value, and it is a credit to 
all of them that misunderstandings lead- 
ing to proposals to influence the activities 
of a convention seldom occur, and if their 
attention is called to the error of such 
procedure, same is immediately with good 
will corrected and accepted. So, then, it 
is clear that the holding of. conferences 
should be encouraged and that many 
more such should be held, with the under- 
standing, of course, that over all of them 
the Federation continues to exercise its 
supervision. ‘The success of the New 
England locals in this matter pointed the 
way, and their activities may well be 
emulated by locals in other districts in 
the United States and Canada. '

THE LAWS OF OUR ORGANIZATION 


As pointed out in previous reports the 
one thing above all that we must guard 
against is not to unnecessarily add to 
our laws. The reason for this is that 
when laws become too voluminous, it is 
hard for the membership at large to prop- 
erly understand them. As it is, even local 
officers and at times national representa- 
tives are required to ask for interpretation 
of the law in order not to commit an error 
in applying same. If it is necessary for 
them to do so how much more necessary 
it is for the lay member? However, 
much has been done by previous Conven- 
tions to clarify the laws to correct con- 
tradiction therein. 


A National organization should not fall 
into the error of attempting to regulate 
everything by National Law, more espe- 
cially not in conditions which are only 
ephemeral in character, but only present 
local aspects. To follow such a policy 
would finally lead us into a maze of laws 
not fit for general application. The rules 
of an organization should only be furda- 
mental, that is, treat with particular 
questions in which all local unions are 
bound for the good of thé organization to 
strictly adhere to. 

The present laws of the Federation are 
more or less a scientific structure, in ths 
erection of which practicability, fairness 
and common sense were the inspiring fac- 
tors at Our Conventions. The President's 
office is often importuned to make recom- 
mendations to the Convention that the 
wages that should be paid for all kinds 
of work inclusive of theatres should be 
nationaHy regulated, that this should like- 
wise be done with the othar conditions 
inclusive of rehearsals under which the 
engagements are played, ad infinitum. 
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national concern. Their list can be 
greatly added to. However, demands 
that the National office regulate and con- 
trol local conditions generally emanates 
from locals which find themselves unsuc- 
cessful in coping with local situations 
but do not realize that by reason of the 
local aspect, that they do not come under 
National regulations, 


The President's office has continually 
confined itself in.its report to Conven- 
tions to the recommendation of new laws 
which, become absolutely necessary 
through the development of new employ- 
ment conditions, changes in. the old, or 
in order to clarify the existing law. This 
report could contain recommendations in 
reference to the collecting and the use 
of the theatre defense fund tax as it is 
a new condition but I have purposely re- 
frained from doing so for the reason that 
rules necessary for the governing of 
same must for the time at least remain 
more or less experimental until they have 
proven their value and this therefore 
would tend to show the necessity that 
the matter be left in the hand of the 
President and the International Execu- 
tive Board to be modified from time to 
time in such a manner as exigencies may 
demand. 

In explanation of the foregoing sugges- 
tion will say that directly after the last 
Convention, the International Executive 
Board met and in compliance with the 
instructions of the Convention, promul- 
gated rules and regulations covering the 
theatre defense fund tax and within a few 
months after same were applied, the 
International Executive Board found 
changes therein imperative for the rea- 
son that the rules did not prove as prac- 
tical as the Federation had a right to 
expect. 

In addition to this, the President of 
the Federation, as already explained in 
the report of this office, found it impera- 
tive to issue an order under Sec. 1 of Art. 
I, A. F. of M. By-Laws authorizing the 
International Treasurer to revoke the 
charter of such local unions which re- 
fused to pay the theatre defense fund tax 
or kept silent to the repeated requests 
of the Treasurer that they should do so. 

In the main, laws of the National or- 
ganization should only have for their 
purpose the regulating of professional in- 
termingling of members and to protect 
them against unfairness by employers 
and provide for activities or ways and 
means to protect the interests of local 
unions or members, but should not as 
pointed out, attempt to regulate condi- 
tions in which locals may well exercise 
autonomy or jurisdiction and in fact can- 
not successfully regulate such as are 
only of a local nature and aspect. 


In order to correct the evil of members 
often rendering services for traveling 
opera companies without receiving pay 
therefor, such ‘companies not proving a 
success, I would request that you take 
under advice the enactment of the fol- 
lowing law: 

Opera Companies desiring to em- 
ploy members of the Federation can 
only do so on condition that they 
deposit with the Federation wages 
of musicians covering one week and 
a sufficient amount to pay their re- 
turn transportation to the place 
wherefrom they were engaged unless 
the President of the Federation or the 
International Executive Board re- 
lieves the employer from the neces- 
sity of doing so. 





UNION LABOR LIFE INSURANCE 


The results of the activities of the 
Union Labor Life Insurance Company, 
of which our Federation is a largs stock- 
holder, are indeed encouraging. It is to 
be remembered that even though the 
present rates of insurance are practically 
the same as those of the Old Line Com- 
panies, the advantage for the wage work- 
ers who are insured in this company will 
eventually be found in the fact that the 
profits accrued will be used to reduce 
their premiums to a considerable extent, 
which then will make it possible for 
them to buy life insurance considerably 
cheaper than it could be bought in any 
other company. 


By constitutional provision, the divi- 
dends payed to stockholders of the com- 
pany can never exceed six per cent. and, 
therefore, it is out of the question that 
the stock will eventually, as in Old Line 
Insurance Company, reach a tremendous 
value. This being so,-:the insured will 
benefit by the profits of the company in 
the same measure as they accrue. This 
was the very purpose of the forming of 
Union Labor Life Insurance Company. 
It is of course understood that before the 
greatest beneficial results can be felt by 
the insured, the company must reach a 
solid position in so far as its finances 
are concerned, through the establishing 
of a sinking fund as a precaution for its 
successful continuance. 


The cost of the organizing of the com- 
pany, which was less than that of the or-

As to the general membership of 
unions, the group insurance plan appears 


to be the more advisable for them as — 


under same, no age limit bars against be-. 
coming insured, and with it all, the in 
surance per member is considerably less 
for any amount that may be selected than 
could possibly be carried by the mambers 
in individual insurance, regardless of 
iheir age. 
is to be expected that members of or- 
ganized labor and wage workers in gen- 
eral will patronize the Union Labor Life 
as the very principal underlying this 
company is, as before said, to eventually 
procure cheaper insurance for the workers 
than can be obtained from any other com- 
pany. This should appeal more especial- 
ly to locals of the “American Federation 
of Musicians, as their organization is a 
large stockholder in this company. 

As to the Board of Directors and the 
officers of the company, they have ren- 
dered their services entirely without 
cost (excepting railroad and hotel ex- 
penses) to the company, and will con- 
tinue to do so; an exception will in the 
future only be made in the case of the 
president of the company, as the com- 
pany’s interests imperatively demand 
that he should give all of his time and 
labor to the company. It is advisable 
that members of organized labor be in- 
formed of this. Not only does the Board 
of Directors render services free of 
charge, but the members thereof are 
stockholders to the amount of stock that 
an individual, under the By-Laws of the 
company, may hold, full well knowing 
that for a considerable time at least, the 
stock will not yield any returns. 

All of this is merely-mentioned to em- 
phasize the fact that all the efforts of 
the company and its officers have the 
sole purpose of eventually securing for 
workers the opportunity to be able to 
carry a larger amount of insurance for 
the same premium than would be possible 
for them to carry in any other company. 





A MEMORABLE INCIDENT 
IN CHICAGO 


At the end of the last season a con- 
troversy developed in Chicago which is 
deserving of special mention as during 
it the members of the local were placed 
on their mettle, the local’s ability to 
direct their action being made impossible 
by a court injunction. It appeared that 
in some neighborhood houses, the em- 
ployers and the local could not agres 
as to the employment of musicians. In 
these houses the contracts under which 
members were employed expired on La- 
bor Day, 1928. A great number of these 
houses are controlled by the same in- 
terests that control the principal thea- 
tres in Chicago, mostly situated in that 
part of the city which is known as the 
Loop District. In the latter theatres, 
the contracts do not expire until Labor 
Day, 1929. However, all owners of thea- 
tres, no matter where situated are rep- 
resented in the Chicago Theatrical Man- 
agers’ Association, which, in the past, 
has always followed the policy of mak- 
ing the concern of one the concern of 
all. This time, however, this Association 
adopted a policy to hold the local strictly 
to the contract in the Loop houses, there- 
by ieaving their hands free to contest 
the local’s position in the neighborhood 
houses. When negotiations failed no 
other alternative was left to the local 
except to consider the enforcement of an 
order to withdraw its members from all 
neighborhood houses, regardless of 
whether the managers desired orchestras 
in some of them. Before the order be- 
came effective the managers procured an 
injunction from a U. 8, Circuit Court 
most sweeping in its provisions, thereby 
making further activities of the local in 
the direction indicated impossible. 

The local procured the services of a 
prominent attorney who, basing his opin- 
ion upon a decision of the United States 
Supreme Court that men cannot be 
forced to work or prevented from sur- 
rendering their employment if not bound 
by contract, regardless of the motive 
which would cause them to do so, held 
that the injunction could not be: con- 
strued to be intended to supersede this 
opinion of the United States Supreme 
Court. Meanwhile the new season ap- 


proached, and as the attorney's opinioa © 


in no wise altered the position of the 
local which was prevented from ordering 
or enforcing a strike, the case, so far ag 
it was concerned, necessarily remained 
in status quo. 

The officers of the local and, in 


the entire labor movement of Chicago, 


however, behelg the approach of the time 


that the strike was to become effective - a 


with few misgivings, as they 


that with the foreknowledge of the mem | 


bers that men cannot be forced to re 
main in employment if no contractural 


obligations to do so existed, that they | 
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Would be found unwilling to remain on 
their engagements and thereby give the 
employers the opportunity to maintain 
that the membership of the local was no 
Tonger a unit in the defense of its in- 
terests. In this no error was made, as 
at the proper time and without any order 
from the local, all the members in the 
neighborhood houses wherein orchestras 
were to be continued, laid down their 
instruments and to a man surrendered 
their employment. , 
* The members of the Chicago local can- 
not be too highly commended for their 
action in this case, as it constituted an 
example of Willingness to make a sacri- 
fice on behaif of the rights of workers 
‘and in the effort to strengthen and main- 
tain their union, which may well be con- 
sidered of prime importance to the en- 
tiré ‘membership of the Federation. As 
long as such spirit prevails, if not amons 
all, at least among the vast majority 
of members of any local, their organiza- 
tion is in a position to continue to be o7 
‘great value in safeguarding their in- 
terests. 
_ Examples of the readiness to stake all 
upon the successful maintenance of their 
local ‘unions have been given during bit- 
ter disputes by members of other locals, 
‘as for instance in San Francisco a few 
years ago, and then again in Toronto, 
Los Angeles and other cities, but in the 
Chicago case the action of the members 
is all the more commendable as same 
was voluntarily taken, the local having 
‘been prevented by a far-reaching injunc- 
tion from issuing an order for their with- 
drawal. 

To the officers of the local union, under 


“the leadership of their president, James 


Pétrillo, much credit is due for the final 
satisfactory adjustment of the matter 
‘and the manner in which it was handled 
during a very trying time. To further 
‘emphasize the satisfaction felt by the 
President’s office in the outcome of the 
‘dispute, which I know will also be felt by 
the entire membership when they ap- 
preciate the significance of the actions 
of Chicago musicians in this case, I will 
say that same met the full approbation 
of all organized labor and its friends. 





CONGRESSIONAL LEGISLATION 

In my last year’s report I explained 
the activities of our Federation in the 
matter: of having the copyright law 
amended by Congress so as to correct 
same in such of its provisions which 
proved disadvantageous to our members 
or irksome to their employers. However, 
we were. unsuccessful in securing favor- 
able action thereon. This year a bill 
giving the relief desired was introduced 
in the Senate but we failed to get a hear- 
ing thereon and the Bill was not reported 
out of Committee. A similar Bill will be 
introduced in next Congress and it is 
to be hoped that we will be more suc- 
cessful in progressing to a final determi- 
nation by Congress of the matter than 
we have been in the past. 

In said report I also explained our ef- 
forts on behalf of the amending of the 
Immigration law to the effect that the 
musicians should be protected under its 
contract labor clause as are other work- 
ers, which at present is not the case. 
As you will remember I stated that Bu- 
ropean musicians can enter this country 
under the artists clause of the Immigra- 
tion act and are exempt from the quota 
regulations of same. If they come with 
an organization such as a band or orches- 
tra they can be easily controlled in their 
activities. As time goes on the Govern- 
mont sonsrally permits them to be count- 
ed under the quota and become citizens 
of the United States. The musicians who 
enter. under the artists clause and who 
do not come as members of bands or 
orchestras generally remain here indef- 
initely without declaring their intention 
to become citizéns of our country. They 
simply swell the ranks of hundreds of 
thousands of immigrants who illegally re- 
main in this country; however, they have 
the advantage that they have not illegally 
entered as under the. artist clause they 
had the right to do so for professional 
purposes. 

The danger always exists that employ- 
ers in controversies with American mu- 
sicians may lawfully import musicians 
from abroad under the present provisions 
of the Immigration Act and that they 
thereafter may remain here with im- 
punity. This is an injustice to the mu- 
sicians of our country as no other calling 
or trade is placed in such a defenseless 
position. So far we have protected our 
interests in some cases in which em- 
ployers employed orchestras from abroad 
for permanent engagements by advising 
them that if they continued this policy 
members of the American Federation of 
Musicians would not in future render 
services for them. This led to the proper 
correction of these incidents. In other 

however, where imported orches- 
tras entered the competitive field for 
single engagements, we had no such con- 
trol and the members thereof. swelled 
the ranks of non-union musicians who are 
in general competition with our members 
fm the single engagement field. 


From this only an amendment to the 
Immigration Law offers relief and we 
caused the introduction of such during 
the last session of Congress. A hearing 
was held before the committee of the 
house and our position’ was fully ex- 
plained. The action of the committee, 
as far as we have been advised, was to 
appoint a sub-committee to reconstruct 
the clause of the Immigration Law com- 
plained of in such a manner as to give 
us the relief for which we prayed. Con- 
gress adjourned without the bill being 
reported out of committee. This may ne- 
cessitate the reintroduction of the bill 
at the next session of Congress. Whethe> 
we will again have to request a hearing 
on the bill remains to be seen. However, 
what is possible to do will be done in 
ihe furthering of this as well as the copy- 
right bill. 





THE TRADE AGREEMENT BETWEEN 
THE A. F. OF M. AND THE 1. A. T. S. E. 


The national agreement between the 
Federation .and its sister organization, 
the I. A. T. S. E. has now been continued 
for many years, with accruing benefits to 
both organizations. The value of the 
agreement: in controversies involving 
either organization is established beyond 
dispute. The further value of acting as a 
deterrent to the development of contro- 
versies is even greater, but of course, 
more elusive as to recognition, as it is 
not so forcibly brought to the realization 
of members, as the value of assistance 
in controversies already developed. How- 
ever, it would indeed be exceptional if 
the element of selfishness were not to 
also enter, as it does in all else, into the 
question of the proper enforcement of 
this trade agreement. As an illustration, 
I will say that the agreement provides 
that if the local unions of both organiza- 
tions in any jurisdiction desire to form 
local agreements, and in same, in the 
providing of mutual assistance, desire to 
go further than the national agreement 
provides, they may do so. 

Many local agreements have been 
made, but few of them have proved suc- 
cessful. The enthusiasm displayed at 
the time of the entering into such 
local agreements proved entirely evanes- 
cent when either organization was called 
upon to make sacrifices on behalf of 
the other. Instead of the agreement 
thus forming the reason for closer co- 
operation and joint action, it often be- 
came the cause of bitter disputes and dis- 
agreement between the organizations. 
To speak plainly, the trouble is that in 
most such cases, the local unions attempt 
to sit in judgment over one another and 
it is this attitude which robs the agree- 
ment of all its value. 

In some cases both national organiza- 
tions have a like experience with their 
local unions in the enforcing of the na- 
tional agreement. The unions of both 
often insist that their own organization 
should investigate the grievances of the 
other and that meanwhile they should 
be held exempt from surrendering their 
employment in support of the national 
agreement. It is, of course, clear that 
if either national organization would ever 
give heed to such insistence of local un- 
ions, the national agreement would speed- 
ily fall by the wayside and one of the most 
valuable assets to both signatories of 
same, in the maintaining of their success 
and influence, would become a thing of 
the past. For these reasons, both national 
organizations have, from the very incep- 
tion of the national agreement, stead- 
fastly held to the principle that nothing 
therein contained can interfere with the 
autonomy of either organization in its 
own affairs. In recognition of this prin- 
ciple, both organizations have steadfastly 
refused to ignore the demurrers of indi- 
vidual local unions to be exempt from the 
provisions of the national agreement, and 
this they must continue to do as it is the 
only policy to continue the agreement to 
the advantage to both organizations. The 
question of the attitude of the national 
organizations in the case of a controversy 
between local unions concerning the 
proper application of a local trade agree- 
ment gave, for a time at least, both or- 
ganizations great concern. Finally, the 
only possible position that could be suc- 
cessfully maintained was agreed to by 
both, namely, that if one requested the 
assistance of the other, that such assist- 
ance be given, regardless of any local 
dispute concerning the interpretation or 
application of a local agreement; in other 
words, a quarrel between local unions in 
any jurisdiction does in no wise affect the 
authority of either national organization 
to treat the question as a purely national 
question and insist that local unions of 
both organizations assist one another in 
conformity with the national agreement, 
regardless of any controversy or mis- 
understanding concerning a local agree- 
ment. This has proven by far the most 
constructive attitude, as it removes the 
possibility of local unions sidestepping 
their obligations under the national agree- 
ment by reason of controversies concern- 
ing a local agreement. In connection with 
the matter, it can readily be seen that the 


position of the national officers in a 
matter of this kind-is of necessity more 
impersonal than the position of local 
officers can possibly be. They are re- 
moved from the scene of activities, have 
no personal contact with members, are 
not influenced by their desires or im- 
patience with the order to surrender em- 
pleyment; therefore, it remains for them 
a matter of law and principle, involving 
the interests of the membership of the 
entire organization, instead of the particu- 
lar interests of members directly involved 


.in a local controversy. By reason of this, 


it can be seen that the enforcing of a 
national agreement providing for the as- 
sistance of the members of one organiza- 
tion by those of another, could not 
possibly be successful, ff such enforce- 
ment would, in the last analysis, be ieft 
to local unions, as, were this to be done, 
it would more often than not, lead to a 
quarrel among them, instead of mutual 
assistance. 

In this connection, I cannot forego to 
make the singular cbservation that local 
unions who maintain a local agreement 
more often than not find same the cause 
of argument in time of need of mutual 
assistance, whereas, local unions who do 
not maintain such an agreement, but by 
mutual understanding merely rely upon 
the fraternal attitude of one another in 
time of need, are generally more success- 
ful in securing such assistance without 
reservation. In one case we have spon- 
taniety based upon enthusiasm, whereas, 
in the other, the continual consciousness, 
created by the existing agreement, that 
assistance must be given, leads to mental 
reservations to, if possible, sidestep this 
obligation. It appears to be a point of 
psychology created by the conditions of 
free will in one, and of an obligation in 
the other case.

RIGHTS OF AN EMPLOYER TO SE- 
LECT THE INSTRUMENTATION HE 
DESIRES IN HIS ORCHESTRA 


Through the development of the mov- 
ing picture industry and its almost entire 
monopolizing of the theatre amusement 
field, other departments in this field, such 
as dramatic, musical comedy, burlesque, 
and what is known as refined vaudeville, 
have become largely affected, and some 
to such extent as to call their successful 
continuance into question. Burlesque 
circuits have now been reduced to one; 
the trans-continental tours of musical 
comedies have become a thing of the 
past, and the trans-continental circuit of 
the Keith-Albee-Orpheum Vaudeville en- 
terprises felt the pressure to such an ex- 
tent that it led to the already explained 
merger of the Keith-Albee-Orpheum F. B. 
QO. and the Radio Corporation of America. 
In explaining this merger I stated that its 
purpose is manifold. This combination 
does not intend to turn the vaudeville 
houses into vitaphone or photophone em- 
poriums, but vaudeville is to be con- 
tinued, and photophone is to be mere- 
ly an added attraction in vaudeville 
houses. At least such is the intention 
now. Vaudeville acts are to appear over 
the Radio, then travel in person over the 
circuits of theatres, with the expectation 
that their appearance before the radio 
will act as an important medium of ad- 
vertising so as to make their appear- 
ance in theatres more interesting to the 
patrons, thereby stimulating and renew- 
ing the interest in refined vaudeville. If, 
as it is to be hoped, this proves success- 
fui, then vaudeville will continue to offer 
employment to musicians to even a larger 
degree than heretofore. So you will see 
this merger may prove highly advantage- 
ous to the musicians. _It is, of course, 
understood that the merger necessitated 
an entire reorganization of the vaude- 
ville circuits from coast to coast and the 
new corporation pursues a plan to make 
the performances in all their theatres as 
uniform as possible, with the aim to give 
at all times and everywhere such high 
class performances as will appeal to the 
public. For this purpose they appointed 
a general musical director and classified 
their houses in accordance with their lo- 
cations and the characters of their dis- 
tricts. At ali events, the intended policy 
does not run counter to our interests, but 
here again as in all else dependent upon 
public support, the public will render the 
final decision. It does appear that with 
vitaphone, movietone ‘and like entertain- 
ment, the appearance of artists in person 
on the stage will prove a welcome diver- 
sion for the theatre-going public, and this 
holds out the promise of the entire suc- 
cess of this enterprise. 

Heretofore the instrumentation of the 
orchestras was minus a uniformity in 


‘these houses and vaudeville performers 


very seldom carried the proper arrange- 
ments to be suitable to all orchestras. 
For these reasons the corporation now 
insists that all such performances must 
carry arrangements suitable for all or- 
chestral combinations in their houses. 
The orchestra combinations are divided 
into three classes, and each class must 
have the same instrumentation and ar- 


rangements must be carried by perform ¢ 


ers for all of them. 

Now then, as soon as the general mu- 
sical director of the corporation issued 
the necessary order to local managers 
concerning the instrumentation demand- 
ed in their orchestras, much msiunder- 
standing concerning the matter de- 
veloped. Locals assumed that the gen- 
eral musical director intended to inter- 
fere .with the selection of members of 
the various orchestras, which, however, 
was not the case, as the local managers 
were simply advised what instruments 
were desired in the orchestra and the lo 


hea s4h- a? 
ea! leader, as horstofors, had the svie 


right to employ the members of the or 
chestra with the understanding that the 


local, as heretofore, remain responsible, ° 


that no instrumentalist not possessing 
the necessary qualification to fill the en- 
gagement should be forced on the en- 
gagement. However, it developed that 
either through negligence or misunder- 
standing, local managers in some cases 
employed local house leaders without ad- 
vising them in time of the change of in- 
strumentation, and as the beginning of 
the new season approached some of the 
leaders employed musicians playing in- 
struments other than those which were 
desired, and consequently found them- 
selves in a dilemma over making the de- 
sired changes. All such cases were in- 
dividualized by the President’s office, and 
members who had accepted their engage. 
ments in good faith were protected in 
same. Such instances, however, were 
few. Some local unions maintained that 
the corporation, or the local manager, 
had no concern whatsoever with the in- 
strumentation, but that same should be 
left at the option of the local house lead- 
er. To this the Federation could not 
possibly agree, as, if employers employ 
union orchestras, they certainly have the 
right to name the instrumentation they 
desire. 

In connection with the matter, the loca 
unions interested were advised as fol 
lows: 

“First class, or what was known as 
refined vaudeville, found itself in dire 
straits, to such an extent that in many 
theatres, such performances were dis- 
continued. The present wave of vita: 
phone, movietone installation is intended 
to be counteracted by creating a new 
interest in first-class vaudeville. To this 
end, the Keith-Albee-Orpheum Corpora- 
tion, after reorganizing its entire vaude- 
ville circuit, will open new houses and 
find it necessary to follow a set policy as 
to the number of musicians to be em- 
ployed, which will reach from eight to 
twelve or fourteen in each house, in ac 
‘cordance with the population of the 
town in which the house is situated. The 
instrumentation of the orchestra will be 
the same in all of the houses of the same 
class, and all vaudeville performers will 
be obliged to carry arrangements for their 
acts, strictly conforming to the instru- 
mentation. In order to have a uniform 
agreement concerning all of this, and all 
matters germane thereto, they have ap- 
pointed a general musical director, who 
is a member of our organization. His 


duty is to visit all of the towns and cities . 


wherein the corporation maintains 
houses, and select leaders for same. He 
advises the leaders of the instrumenta- 
tion needed, and they will be held re- 
sponsible for their orchestras being first- 
class in every respect. The general mu- 


sical director will not employ musicians’ 


himself, and as a4 member of the Federa- 
tion, is well aware of the rules of ths 
Federation concerning the matter. The 
Federation cannot possibly object to the 
arrangements as above stated, as same, 
in the last analysis, are an effort to con- 
tinue our members in employ, and surely 
nothing must be done to discourage such 
policy, more especially not, during the 
present wave of installation of vitaphone 
and movietone in many theatres, which 
has already caused loss of employment 
to a number of members. 

“We cannot enter protest against any 
corporation appointing a general musical 
director, because the functions of per- 
formances, as above explained, can easily 
be performed by a member of the firm 
who does not belong to our organiza 
tion.” 

The matter has at the present time 
entirely adjusted itself. Surely, it had 
to be approached in a manner safeguard- 
ing the interests of the entire organiza- 
tion, disregarding well-intentioned, but 
erroneous protests of local unions, as the 
success in this field as pointed out, will 


—— employment for many of our mem- 
ers. 





INTERCHANGE OF TRANSFER CARDS

A brother member of the Havana 
Musical Union, of which I am one of 
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the founders, has written me for ad- 
vice regarding the affiliation of the 
Havana Musical Union of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Musicians. 

As I am anxious to send him the 
information, will greatly appreciate 
an interview with youSand to receive 
your advice concerning this matter.

As a result, the following advice was 
given to the member: 

“Inasmuch as citizenship of the 
United States or Canada is one of the 
qualifications necessary for an appli- 
cant to membership in the Federation, 
and inasmuch as the interchange of 
transfers is a policy which can only 
affect members, it is impossible to 
apply this policy to Havana mu- 
sicians, as, under the laws of our 
country and Canada, they are not as 
long as residing in Havana eligible to 
citizenship in either country; there- 
fore, are not eligible to membership 
in the Federation.” 





CONCERNING COMPLAINTS INVOLV- 
ING THE COMPETENCY OF MEM- 
BERS 


The matter of competency, or rather 
protests claiming alleged incompetency of 
members to fill certain engagements, even 
though seldom made, nevertheless, is one 
giving the President’s office at times 
much concern. The laws of the Federa- 
tion provide that if the question of com- 
petency is raised, and cannot be locally 
adjusted, then the President of the Fed- 
eration must send an examiner into a 
local jurisdiction to decide the question. 
The position of such examiner can be well 
imagined, that as he is honor bound to 
give an unbiased opinion, he must at 
times decide against a member. In other 
words, inform him that he is incompetent 
to fill the position for which he contends. 
I do not think I go amiss when saying 
that no task is harder than to disillusion 
a member concerning his qualifications 
to fill a position, first, as a matter of 
sentiment, and then by reason of the pro- 
fessional injury which the member him- 
self invited by his error of holding to the 
opinion that he was competent. No one 
desires to do this if it can possibly be 
avoided, but a National officer is at times 
obliged to do so in the interest of our 
organization and in fairness to the em- 
ployer, because for wages received, quali- 
fied services must be rendered or else we 
would place ourselves in a position to 
designedly subscribe to the contrary. 
After all, it is only a question of the 
musical qualifications making one mem- 
ber more fit for employment than another, 
a matter certainly not within the control 
of an organization. However, the Presi- 
dent’s office construes the law providing 
for the examination of a member only to 
apply to such cases wherein a controversy 
has developed between an employer and 
a local union concerning the question and 
does not hold same to apply in cases in 
which a local agrees with the employer 
that a certain member is not qualified to 
hold a certain position, and, therefore, in 
all the latter cases the President’s office 
informs members who appeal from the 
decision of locals that such an appeal can 
not, be entertained. So that all local 
unions may be informed of the position of 
the Federation in cases of alleged incom- 
petency, I éall attention to the following 
explanation made to a local union in 
whose jurisdiction a controversy concera- 
ing the matter developed: 


“If a local agrees that one of its 
members is incompetent and there- 
fore permits an employer to engage 
one from elsewhere, then the Federa- 
tion must of necessity acknowledge 
the local’s decision as final, as a local 
is in a better position to decide the 
competency of its members than the 
Federation, through evidence sub- 
mitted by correspondence, could pos- 
sibly be. Furthermore, if the Federa- 
tion should assume jurisdiction in 
cases of this kind, it would invariably 
have to grant a stay of judgment, and 
thereby, in many cases, force an in- 
competent man to remain on an en- 
gagement until it had decided the 
matter. All of this would preserit an 
impossible proposition, more espe- 
cially if the question of competency, 
appealed to the Federation, is from a 
local’s decision agreeing with an em- 
ployer that one of its members was 
incompetent. As it is, an embarrass- 
ing difficulty presents itself if a 
local decides that a member is com- 
petent, whereas an employer holds to 
the contrary. In many such cases, 
upon examination, the Federation 
cannot sustain the local. This indi- 
cates that local unions are jealous of 
the rights of their own members, and 
more often than not declare them 
competent when the contrary is true. 
This is an additional reason why if a 
local agrees that one of its members 
is incompetent, its decision is to be 
held as final,” 


VAUDEVILLE BANDS FROM ABROAD 

The Federation exercises jurisdiction 
over vaudeville bands and orchestras to 
the extent of including the members 
thereof as participants. in the theatrical 
strike fund, and paying to said. members 
strike benefits. Now, then, it appears 
that within recent years bands from 
abroad accepted engagements and toured 
the country as vaudeville units. At the 
end. of such vaudeville engagements they 
generally remain in the United States or 
Canada, and, as non-union musicians, com- 


_ pete for employment with members of the 


Federation. The members of such bands 


at hb 
cannot become unionized for the reason 


that they did not enter the United States 

under the immigration quota and, there- 

fore, are not entitled to citizenship. They . 
enter the country as artists with the per- 

mission of the government, receive a per- 

mit to stay six months or thereabouts, but 

such permission is invariably extentied 

for an additional term, and, finally, even 

after permission is no longer given, they 

do not return to their own countries. 

To, if possible, protect the membership 
of the Federation from the uncontrolled 
source of such competition, or the poach- 
ing of such combinations upon the em- 
ployment of our members, the President's 
office has advised the principal vaudeville 
circuits that its members will not be per- 
mitted to render services in vaudeville 
houses where such imported foreign 
bands appear. In several cases we have 
been successful in correcting the situa- 
tion, but the position taken in this 
situation really has for its purpose to 
prevent as far as possible such orchestras 
from being engaged abroad, for the pur- 
pose of being brought to this country. In 
connection with the matter I will say that 
this problem eventually will adjust itself, 
provided we are successful in having 
amended the contract labor law. Else- 
where I have explained the present status 
of our efforts in this direction. 





MANY HOUSES IN THE SAME 
JURISDICTION 


The proposition of the Federation con- 
cerning the degree to which employers 
may be held unfair, either in individual 
jurisdictions or throughout the entire 
field of their holdings, has already been 
explained, but this matter; as every other, 
is many-sided and often presents situa- 
tions of great complexity. For instance, 
a local union in whose jurisdiction a cor- 
poration maintains many houses felt as 
irksome the circumstances that in many 
of its large and representative neighbor- 
hood houses this corporation only em- 
ployed organists. The local insisted that 
orchestras should be employed in these 
houses, The point was debated in many 
conferences between the employers and 
the representatives of the local, but it 
appeared that nothing short of ageneral 
strike in all the local houses of this cor- 
poration would test the enforcibility of 
the local’s demand. This plan the local 
union rejected, but the representatives of 
the local who had the matter in charge, 
looking for further opportunities to 
properly serve their organization by en- 
forcing the demand for orchestras in these 
neighborhood houses, considered the feasi- 
bility of withdrawing organists from the 
principal neighborhood houses without 
declaring them unfair, at the same time 
permitting the members to remain in the 
other houses controlled by the same em- 
ployers, and accosted the President's 
office with the question as to whether, 
under these conditions, the agreement 
between I. A. T. S. E. and our Federation 
could be enforced, that is, whether the 
moving picture operators could also be 
withdrawn from these houses. I will say 
that the sentiments of the President’s 
office were with the representatives of the 
local, but the method proposed, of with- 
drawing members from houses, without 
declaring them unfair, and the involving 
of the I. A. T. S. E. in the matter, proved 
an impossible proposition. First of all, 
we cannot withdraw members from an 
employer without considering him unfair, 
and we cannot consider him both fair and 
unfair at the same time in the same juris- 
diction; that is, we cannot declare him 
unfair in some of his houses and permit 
our members to render services for him 
in others. 


A conference was held between the 
President of the I. A. T. S. E. and repre- 
sentatives of the local and myself, and 
after- careful consideration of the matter 
the impossibility of the procedure sug- 
gested by the representatives of the. local 
was made entirely clear to them. How- 
ever, I cannot forego to commend the 
local representatives on their untiring 
efforts to consider all possible procedures 
in order to serve their local union. 


This explanation is made so that locals 
may be advised of the: impossibility of 
considering an employer both fair and 
unfair at the same time, or to call a 
strike against him in some of.his houses, 
without considering him unfair. The dis- 
semination of such. knowledge can only 
redound to the benefit of the Federation, 
as it will place local representatives in a 





podition to wae. the impossbaity “ol 
such policy. 





STATE AND PROVINCIAL 
- OFFICERS 


The question is often raised as to 
whether the mode of government, insofar 
as the number of national officers is con- 
cerned, was sufficient for the needs of our 
organization. This is not new. Many 
years ago, a convention limited the num- 
ber of members of the national executive 
board, as it threatened to become cumber- 
some. At that time members of the board 
represented districts, and at each conven- 
tion the ‘forming of new districts was 
attempted for the purpose of appéasing 
local unions, or, more correctly, their 
delegates, as with each new district com- 
binations of delegates had the opportunity 
to attempt to add one of theirechoice to 
the Board. There was nothing unfair in 
this, as the mode of government not only 
permitted, but even suggested it. This 
policy, however, was minus any special 
value insofar as the administration of the 
affairs of the Federation was concerned. 
For these reasons the convention entirely 
changed the mode of government, and 
desisted from dividing the jurisdiction of 
the Federation into districts. Since then 
the members of the executive board have 
been selected regardiess of the part of the 
country in which they have resided, and 
this has proved a far more satisfactory 
arrangement. However, it created the 
difficulty that if the services of a national 
representative were requested in a local 
jurisdiction the distance of his residence 
from such place was often entirely too far 
to make his assignment to render such 
services possible within the time available. 

As a result the suggestion was made 
and adopted by a convention that from 
each state and province.one representa- 
tive should be selected, subject to the 
instructions of the national President’s 
office, to perform such services as any 
contingency might necessitate. This ar- 
rangement soon proved its superior value 
over the former, during which members 
of the executive board rendered such ser- 
vices. Of course, in this case, as in all 
others, all we can look for is improvement 
and never perfection, as the latter is an 
unattainable ideal, as ideals, when ap- 
proached, become superceded by higher 
ideals and therefore can never be reached. 
As a result, it is forever true that the 
insistence of striving for an ideal contains 
the sum total of possible human achieve- 
ment in all things. 

So far as the state and provincial offi- 
cers are concerned, the President of the 
Federation is in many cases dependent 
upon the appointment of members whom 
he has never met and of whose qualifica- 
tions he is uninformed. The expected 
value of the services of an officer must be 
based upon the value of his previous ser- 
vices, of which knowledge can be had; 
hence, in cases where a state or provincial 
officer, who has attended many conven- 
tions, or has been active for many years 
as a local officer, can be selected with 
such foreknowledge, it has been done and 
in such cases not a single instance de- 
veloped wherein such selection did not 
prove correct. As in the majority of the 
states and provinces the President's of- 
fice had the opportunity to appoint officers 
of known qualifications, the result of 
their services proved highly beneficial. 

So that the members may fully under- 
stand the nature of the services rendered 
by state or provincial officers, I will say 
that often local unions request the as- 
sistance of such representatives without 
_proper explanation of the conditions lead- 
ing to the request. In such cases the 
officer is generally advised to  pro- 
ceed to the jurisdiction and in case of 
local disputes, concerning interpretation 
of local laws or rights thereunder, or the 
perfecting of a.trade agreement, to give 
the proper advice, but in cases of dis- 
putes. concerning contracts which may 
involve legal complications, or the appli- 
cation of a national law, if not quite clear, 
to report the matter to the office of the 
President of the Federation. In a vast 
majority of cases, these officers have ad- 
justed difficulties without any further 
involvement of the Federation, and,. in 
addition to this, their activities and ad- 
vice have often ended local factionalism 
and placed locals again on a practical 
working basis. In some individual cases, 
the decision of state or provincial officers 

lave been appealed to the President's 
office, but in the vast majority of ‘them 
it was found that the officer was correct 
and that the appeal came from a dis- 
gruntled element in the local union which, 
up to the time of the visit of the district 
officer, was responsible for the failure of 
the union to properly function in the in- 
terests of all members. Visits of state or 

provincial officers are never ordered by 
the President's office if the conditions in 
any local jurisdiction do not make such 
action imperative. Therefore, it must not 
be assumed that as soon asa controversy 
arises in a local that the President's 
office, of its own accord and immediately, 
assumes national supervision over it by 
sending a state or provincial officer into 


. 


the jurisdiction. owed: it has. been 
held, and perhaps with some Bie 

that in some cases the immediate appear- 
ance of a state or provincial officer, or 
some other representative of the Federa- 
tion, for the purpose of properly advising | 
the local, would have obviated contro- 
versies wherein the local made sacrifices. 
However, past observation in cases of 
threatened local controversies do not indl 
cate that the premature presence of 3a 
national officer would in most cases _ 
have the result of supplying oneeae 
able guidance to the local. On the con 


‘ wert it can safely be said that as p= 


-he had appeared in the juris- 
diction the local would have expected him 
to mak@™ts opinion his own, and if he 
had been reluctant or failed to do this, 
he would have been persona non grata 
and laid himself open to the charge of 
having failed to properly co-operate, and 
the local’s subsequent failure to succeed 
would then have been charged to him. So 
you can readily see that the human ele- 
ment enters into tlfis proposition and the 
premature appearance of a national of- 
ficer, without a local union demanding 
his presence or assistance, will, instead of 
proving of advantage to the local, simply 
result in unfair charges, creating ill will 
on the part of the local against him and 
the national organization. So experiesite 
forces our Federation to recognize tHat 
the services of a national officeg, incliud- 
ing authority to decide, should never ' be 
forced upon a local unless it happens that 
a local is in violation of a law, threatérs 
breach of contract, or commits any. other 
act which is contrary to the interests of 
the Federation. If this be not so the 
Federation must follow the same policy 
as it follows in the question of the enfore- 
ing of the minimum number of men, and 
working and wage conditions of local 
members, as the final decision as to.con- 
ditions under which members should work 
must be, in as far as possible, left to the 
local organization with which they are 
affiliated, as there they may directly yoice 
their opinions. The policy explained in 
the foregoing is proper in all cases except 
in those wherein a local, by authoritative 
action, has referred a case to the authori- 
ties of the Federation for adjustment, 
realizing that it was not in a position to 
make the adjustment itself.

The manager discon- 
tinued the orchestra during the summer 
months, but in order to provide employ- 
ment for them, he operated a dance hall in 
which he used all but two members of his 
theatre orchestra. It was about these 
two that the controversy developed whica 
finally was adjusted by their continuance 
in the theatre engagement during the 
summer. ~ 


Brother McSheehy visited Fitchburg, 
Mass., ts assist the iccai in dispute 
with a theatre manager in relaff®n to the 
proper price for a four-day engagement. 


The matter was satisfactorily adjusted. 


Brother McSheehy was delegated to in- 
vestigate a complaint against an orches- 
tra which during the time that it filled 
an engagement in a dance hall in the 
jurisdiction of Local No. 460, Augusta, 
Me., accepted miscellaneous engagements 
off days or created their own engage- 
ments on same all for the purpose of 
turning the proceeds of same over to the 
proprietor of the dance hall, to assist 
him to pay the wages of the orchestra 
while they played for him. The contract 
of the orchestra with the original em- 
ployer was for three nights a week in the 
jurisdiction of the Augusta local and 
three nights outside of said jurisdiction. 
After receiving report from Brother Mc- 
Sheehy, the President's office advised the 
Augusta local that the orchestra in ques- 
tion be instructed that they may play 
the three days’ engagement in Augusta, 
but none other. 

Brother McSheehy was delegated to 
visit Haverhill, Mass., to adjust a con- 
troversy with a manager concerning the 
conditions under which members were 
to work in his theatre. However, before 
a conference could be held concerning 
matter, the theatre was destroyed by 

re. 

Brother McSheehy visited Fitchburg, 
Masgs., to assist in the adjustment of a 
local controversy in which our local be- 
came involved through a grievance of the 
I. A. T. S. E. The theatre is now held 

unfair by both organizations. 

Brother McSheehy was delegated to 


. visit South Framingham, Mass., to confer 


with the local concerning a jurisdiction 
question which had been submitted to the 
Federation. After a thorough investiga- 
tion the President’s office received a re- 
port that a map showing the close prox- 
imity of other local jurisdictions to that 
of South Framingham and Natick is con- 
vincing that said other jurisdictions 
would overlap the latter to such an ex- 
tent that nothing would be left thereof 
were it not that the charter of the Fed- 
eration protects same to the extent of 
the municipality lines of these cities. The 
matter is held in abeyance. 


Brother McSheehy visited Newburyport 
where a controversy had developed be- 
tween the local union and the manage- 
ment of a theatre concerning the import- 
ing of a musician which the local held 
‘Was unnecessary as local members possess- 
ing the necessary talent were available. 
The matter was adjusted to the satis- 
faction of the local. 


Brother McSheehy was also sent to 
Attleboro, Mass., to assist the local in 
adjustment of a controversy which de- 
veloped with the theatre management 
over services rendered by an organist. 
The matter was satisfactorily adjusted. 


Brother McSheehy went to Brockton, 
Mass., to assist the local in a theatrical 
controversy. The matter failed of ad- 
justment and the house was placed on 
unfair list. 


Brother C. L. Bagley, State Officer of 
California, rendered service at Phoenix, 
Arizona, in assisting the local in a thea- 
trical controversy, All efforts to adjust 
the matter failed, even though Commis- 
sioner of Conciliation representing the 
United States Department of Labor par- 
ticipated therein. However, after sev- 
eral weeks Brother Bagley was requested 
to make an additional effort and he to- 
gether with a representative of the I. 


A. T. S. E. was then successful in ad- 


justing the controversy. 


Brother Bagley next rendered services 
in Santa Barbara, Calif., in a dispute 
within the local itself. It appears that 
a member had imported musicians, but 
as the facts clearly disclosed that he did 
so0.with the permission of the Board of 
Directors of the local, the charges which 
had been brought against the member 
in the case were dismissed. 


Brother Bagley next visited San Ber- 
nardino, Calif. Here a member had made 
complaint that the Local’s Executive 
Board had sustained a claim which he 
had made against the union, but that the 
succeeding Executive Board had nullified 
the action of the former board. The 
matter was amicably adjusted in con- 


*» tormity with the advice given by Brother 






Bagley. 





Brother Bagley next visited San Diego, 
Calif. Here he corrected a condition in 
which an owner of a ballroom had acted 
exceedingly unfair to members in his 
employ. These members worked under 
contract. The employer made an ar- 
rangement through a pseudo transfer and 
tried to make it appear that he had no 
longer any interest in same and there- 
fore the new owner had a perfect right 
to discharge the orchestra or ignore their 
contract and employ other members of 
the Federation. However, his efforts 
failed and the rights of. the members who 
were originally employed were fully pro- 
tected. 

Brother C. Housum, State Officer of 
Illinois, rendered services at Mattoon, 
Ill., in order to be helpful to the local 
to adjust an unfavorable theatrical sit- 
uation. Jt developed that the condition 
in the case was such that unless the local 
would become more aggressive in the de- 
fending of its own interests, it could not 
expect progress in the case. The local 
was advised that as soon as it would do 
so, the assistance of the Federation 
would be accorded it. 

Brother Housum next visited Centralia, 
Ill., to investigate charges against a mem- 
ber that he was imported and accepted 
an engagement without the permission 
of the local. The local has asked for a 
rehearing in the case. 

Brother Housum next visited Spring- 
field, Ill., to assist the local there in a 
controversy concerning an organist em- 
ployed in theatre. His suggestion for ad- 
justment of the matter was to be taken 
under consideration. Matter is still 
pending. 

Brother Henry Pfizenmayer, State Of- 
ficer of Ohio, assisted the Canton, Ohio, 
local in a matter wherein a theatre man- 
ager complained that an orchestra em- 
ployed by him was incompetent. The 
crchestra was found highly efficient 
which of course resulted in the dismiss- 
ing of the complaint. 

Brother John H. Mackey, State Officer 
of Florida, visited Pensacola, Fla., td as- 
sist the local in a controversy which de- 
veloped by reason of the non-employing 
of organists in a theatre and members 
to operate non-synchronized machines. 
The matter was adjusted to the entire 
satisfaction of the local. 

Mr. J. H. Mackey, State Officer of 
Florida, was delegated to go to West 
Palm Beach to disburse monies which the 
Federation advanced in order to assist 
the members who had suffered during the 
disaster of the Florida tornado. 

Brother Leo Cluesmann, State Officer 
of New Jersey, assisted the local union 
in Morristown, N. J., in divers matters 
concerning which the local desired ad- 
vice. 

Brother P. F. Petersen, State Officer of 
Oklahoma, visited Tulsa, Okla., and was 
successful in satisfactorily settling a the- 
atrical controversy. “ 

Brother Petersen also visited Okmul- 
gee, Okla., to assist the local in a con- 
troversy arising out of the employment 
of a non-member to operate a player 
piano. The matter is pending. 

Brother P. F. Petersen visited Bartles- 
ville, Okla., to assist the local in a thea- 
trical controversy. He was successful 
in adjusting same to the entire satisfac 
tion of all concerned. 

H. G. Bowen, State Officer of Wiscon- 
sin, was sent to Racine, Wis., to assist 
the local in a controversy which had de- 
veloped between it and a theatre manage- 
ment. The suggestions and opinions of 
the State Officer 
through this the matter was adjusted. 

Brother Bowen also visited Janesville, 
Wis., to investigate a complaint of the 
management of a theatre representing a 
corporation, that ‘they were refused a 
hearing by local officers. Negotiations 
immediateiy began upon arrival of State 
Officer and local made proposition which 
local management referred to the district 
manager who in turn conferred about 
same with the general manager of the 
corporation. However, no definite action 
was taken by them in the matter. A few 
days thereafter Brother Bowen visited 
Janesville a second time and then the 
matter was adjusted to the entire satis- 
faction of all concerned. 

Brother Bowen visited Wausau, Wis., to 
assist the local in a controversy with the- 
atre management. The local had become 
involved in the controversy with manage- 
ment by first setting a price for organist 
and then repudiating same. State Of- 
ficer set all action of local aside and sug- 
gested new negotiations and this resulted 
in an amicable adjustment of the mat- 
ter. 

Brother Bowen also visited Milwaukee, 
Wis., for the purpose of adjusting misun- 
derstanding and controversy among the 
membership of Local No. 587. After 
the local had left the State Officer of 
the opinion that all recommendations of 
the matter had been accepted by the local 
in good faith, attempts were thereafter 
made to repudiate their own action. How- 
ever, as the recommendations of the 
State Officer corrected the conditions 
which heretofore caused misunderstand- 


ings and controversies same were fully 
sustained by the President’s office and 
the local obliged to conform to them as 
they had agreed to do in their meeting 
of July 5th, 1928. Since then no further 
friction has developed among the local 
members. 

Brother Carl Karston, State Officer of 
Georgia, was requested to visit Columbus, 
Ga., to assist the local in a controversy 
with the theatrical interests which 
operated several theatres in the local’s 
jurisdiction. It appears that by roason 


.of a dispute the local withdrew its mem- 


bers, but two members defied local and 
remained in the employ of the manage- 
meni, and through this iost their mem- 
bership. During Brother Karston’s en- 
deavor to have the matter adjusted, in 
which he was assisted by a representative 
of the I. A. T. S. E., the management in- 
sisted. that the two musicians referred to 
should be reinstated by the local without 
fine or any other discipline. To this the 
local did not agree. House was finally 
declared unfair and members of the 
I. A. T. S. E. withdrawn from same. 

Brother Karston was sent to Augusta, 
Ga., to assist in the instituting of a new 
local which was organized in said city. 
He obligated new members, held election 
and installation of officers, advised the 
local as to proper procedure, explained 
the aims and object of the A. F. of M. and 
did his best to launch the local in a 
proper manner. 

Brother Karston was sent to Miami, 
Fia., to assist the local to adjust a theatre 
controversy. He advised local and officers 
as to proper procedure in the matter of 
important questions so as to guard them 
against repetition of errors made in the 
past. Theatrical controversy was ad- 
justed by the local board receiving full 
power to sign agreements negotiated with 
theatre managers through the business 
agent of the local. 

Brother S. E. Bassett, State Officer of 
New York, was delegated to visit Lock- 
port, N. Y., in connection with the election 
of officers of the local against the legality 
of which protest had reached this office. 
Matter was finally adjusted by new elec- 
tion, held in conformity with the laws of 
the local, as ordered by the President’s 
office. 

Brother William Gamble, State Officer 
of Rhode Island, was sent to Newport, 
R. I., to assist local there in controversy 
arising out of operation of a music ma- 
chine wherein the changing of discs was 
required. He was successful in having 
matter satisfactorily adjusted. 

Brother W. J. Douglas, State Officer of 
Washington, was sent to Everett, Wash., 
to assist the local in a theatrical contro- 
versy. The controversy was satisfactorily 
adjusted 

Brother Douglas was also sent to Vic- 
toria, B. C., at the request of the local. 
It appears that an organist was displaced 
by vitaphone, and also to investigate the 
complaint that was made that in another 
theatre a non-union engineer was em- 
ployed, against which condition the Cen- 
tral Labor Council of Victoria resented. 
Investigation developed the fact that the 
theatre is in a building together with sev- 
eral stores and that the theatre manage- 
ment had nothing to do with the employ- 
ing of the engineer and that the engine 
to which he attends is outside of the 
confines of the theatre and in another 
part of the building. Organist proposition 
is still pending. 

Brother Douglas . visited Anacortes, 
Wash., to investigate the complaint of a 
member in regards to theatre conditions. 
He reported that in order to correct the 
situation it would be necessary to unionize 
the musicians in the towns adjacent to 
Anacortes. 


Brother Douglas visited Centralia, 
Wash., to assist the local in a controversy 
with the Fair Association. Management 
of said association desired to use a local 
union band three days and a non-union 
band for the remainder of the fair week. 
To this the local objected. The matter 
was adjusted, the management agreeing 
to employ the union band throughout the 
entire fair. 

Brother Douglas then went to Tacoma, 
Wash., to assist the local in a theatrical 
controversy. The theatre had been closed 
by reason of the local and management 
failing to agree as to the number of men 
to be employed in same. Matter was 
finally adjusted by having an orchestra 
employed under conditions satisfactory to 
the local. 


Brother Douglas visited Tacoma, Wash., 
a second time to assist the local in a case 
where the theatre management refused to 
use an orchestra employed for pictures in 
theatre. The matter was adjusted, man- 
agement agreeing to employ orchestra. 


Brother Douglas visited Eugene, Oregon, 
Local complained against the action of 
certain members trying to influence 
others against local officers who had 
called a strike in a theatre. Result of 
visit was that local members promised to 
support their officers, and such as were 
found guilty of endangering the interests 
of the local through their actions were 
disciplined. 





to assist the local in a theatre contro- 
versy. He was successful in securing an 
increase in wages. 

Brother Douglas visited Olympia a sec- 
ond time to investigate the complaint. of 
an organist w was discharged. The 
matter was finally adjusted to the aatis- 
faction of all concerned. 

Brother Douglas visited Port Anibal: 
Wash., In an effort to organize a local 
union there. Matter is in progress. 

Brother Douglas visited Wenatchie, 
Wash., at the request.of the local, to as- 
sist it to adjust disputes within the local 
itself.. He was entirely successful in this, 
which bodes well for the continued suc- 
cess and maintenance of the local.. 


Brother Douglas ‘was sent to Yakima, — 


Wash., to assist the local in a theatrical 
controversy in which the local was de- 
manding that an orchestra be placed in 
one of the theatres there which was 
closed but was considering reopening. 
Upon the local’s demand being presented 
to the district representative’ of the thea- 
tre he advised that the house would be 
kept closed until further notice. 

Brother Douglas’ visited Spokane, 
Wash., to assist the local there in con- 
troversy with theatre management involv- 
ing three theatres. As a result of his 
visit the local was successful in securing 
a very satisfactory agreement covering 
the theatres in question for this and next 
season. 

Brother Douglas was sent to Lewiston, 
Idaho, to assist local there in disputes 
arising out of the actions of a former 
member of the Lewiston local who is now 
affliated with an adjacent local. The 
matters in question are still pending. 


Brother G. W. Curtis, State Officer of 
Indiana, was sent to Terre Haute, Ind., 
to assist the local in a theatrical situation 
which had developed by reason of a new 
management taking over some theatres. 
Said new management made a proposition 
to the local which was to take the place 
of the contract under which the mu- 
sicians were then working. This con- 
tract does not expire until August 31st, 
1929, and the local organization concluded 
to reject the management proposition and 
await the expiration of the contract and 
then make efforts to have the matter 
adjusted. 


Brother A. Hirschberg, State Officer of 
Pennsylvania, was sent to Lebanon, Pa., 
to settle a controversy between the local 
and the theatre management concerning 
the correct interpretation of a contract 
under which members rendered services 
in the theatre. Matter was adjusted. 


Brother Hirschberg went to Washing- 
ton, Pa., to investigate conditions pertain- 
ing to a traveling dance orchestra. He 
advised the local as to correct procedure 
in the case.

A CONDITION IN HOLLYWOOD, CAL. 

In former years the musicians and 
stage hands were the only members of 
organized labor who were recognized in 
the moving picture studios of Hollywood 
to the extent of receiving preference in 
employment. As time went on members 
of the I. A. T. S. E. being importuned 
to assist other crafts whose members 
were not recognized at said studios made 
effort so to do and as a result eventually 
found themselves in a position that only 
a very small percentage of their own 
members remained in the employ of said 
studios. ‘ 

Finally the national organizations in- 
volved (Carpentérs, Sign Painters, I. A. 
T. S. E., Scenic Artists, etc.) demanded 
recognition for their members and the 
carpenters threatened to call their mem- 
bers on strike, who were employed in 
the erection of theatres, throughout the 
country by the same corporations which 
controlled the moving picture studios. 
Finally the president of the I. A. T. S. EB. 
on behalf of the organizations named 
secured an agreement from the Czar of 
the moving picture industry supposedly 
satisfactory to all concerned, but this 
agreement was later repudiated by him. 
This caused resentment by the labor or- 
ganizations involved and it appeared for 
a time that the carpenters would declare 
their strike, and that the I. A. T. S. BE. 
by reason of the scant recognition their 
members received in employment at the 
studios would in order to correct the sit- 
uation have to withdraw their members 
from all the theatres controlled by. the 
same corporations which controlled the 
studios. This by reason of our agree- 
ment with the I. A. T. S. E. would have 
also involved our organization. It meant 
‘Nat thousands of our members and of 
‘he I. A. T. 8. E. would be involved. 


“hrough the incessant efforts of the 
esident of the I. A. T. S. B. this was 


oraveutad ‘aad a éiularase ‘stated with 
representatives of corporations controlling 
the theatres and. studios, and at same it 
was agreed that no discrimination should 
be shown to workers by reason of their 
affiliation with unions. However, it ap- 
peared that the directors in the moving 


picture. studios simply ignored the ar- 


rangement made by their superiors and 


_ the unique fact developed that they could 


do so with impunity, apparently for the 
reason that they were sustained by finan- 
cial interests which dominated thé poli- 
cies of the studios. 

This then led the I. A: T. S. E., together 
with the other organizations interested, 
again into seriously considering the call- 
ine of a general striks against the in- 
terests involved, and again we were con- 
fronted: with the danger of becoming 
hugely involved. As a result, several con-. 
ferences were held between representa- 
tives of the corporations and the labor 
organizations interested, and a plan was 
finally evolved and agreed upon to end 
the discrimination against union men in 
employment at the studios. During these 
conferences it was agreed that in order 
to make an understanding between the 
unions and the directors of the studios 
workable, that both the studios and the 
labor unions should each, at their own 
expense, maintain a representative in 
Hollywood and that all grievances should 
be referred to them for adjustment and 
that only if they failed in this should the 
same be submitted to high authority, that 
is, a tribunal composed of representatives 
of the corporations and the unions. 

This arrangement has proven highly 
successful. It avoided a general strike 
and secured employment for many trades 
unionists, The expense of maintaining a 
representative in Hollywood is borne by 
all interested unions alike. The arrange- 
ment has now continued for three years, 
and, it is to be hoped, will indefinitely 
remain satisfactory to all parties con- 
cerned. 

I make these explanations for the 
purpose of showing that in the protection 
of the interests of an organization the 
officers thereof must often go far afield 
to forestall or circumvent the possible 
development of conditions which threaten 
to involve many members or subject them 
to considerable sacrifice, as the organic 
laws of an organization of our kind can 
not possibly contain exact or sufficient 
provisions to cope with all possibie situa- 
tions or developments, except it be the 
one which imposes the duties upon 
officers to act in cases of emergency. 





CONCLUSION 


In all the foregoing I made the effort 
to explain the development of our na- 
tional organization and the locals com- 
prising it. That about this, volumes 
might be written is easily seen, but in 
this report I can only offer a limited 
illustration of such development in the 
effort to give to the delegates and 
through them, to locals and members a 
comprehensive idea of its vastness and 
importance. From its beginning until 
now the organization has passed through 
many periods, encountering in each 
problems which imperatively demanded 
proper solutions. Many of these problems 
involved a humane principle which could 
not be ignored, for had that been done the 
result would have been the failure of our 
organization. The purpose of the Fed- 
eration is primarily the raising of the 
economic standard of its members and 
the result of its activities is primarily 
reflected in the wages received and the 
conditions under which its members 
work. Organizations with a purpose such 
as ours cannot measure their success by 
too short a time, as only the results of its 
efforts of many years to improve wages 
and working conditions of its members 
offer a true perspective, permitting just 
comparison with their wages and working 
conditions now and such of former times. 
Only through such comparisons are we 
able to form a clear conception of the real 
value of the organization to its menfibers. 

We escaped the danger many times of 
Having the organization wrecked on the 
rock of non-construetive policies, but it 
is to the everlasting credit of our '‘mem- 
bership and conventions that they at no 
time agreed to illiberal propositions, 
denying human rights which contained 
possibilities of disorganizing our Yanks. 
As a result, we never lost the ability to 
keep the entire field of musicianship 
completely organized. To continue to do 
so will always remain imperative in the 
interest of all members. 

I have explained why, at the beginning, 
only a limited number of musicians or- 
ganized and how, for this reason, the 
musician of one city remained in uncon- 
trolled competition with the musicians of 
another. I further explained how the 
attempt was made to chain all members 
to their home jurisdictions, restricting 
them to local membership in spite of the 
fact that the local, in order to become 
successful in its activities, found it neces- 
sary to form a National organization. I 
have also called attention to the fact that 
locals were of the opinion that by restrict- 
ing membership, through examinations, 








ike ‘eouta preempt all ecapteyiiak in 
their jurisdictions for their own mem- 
bers, and how fallacious this ail proved. 
We found that realities had to be recog- 
nized and conformed to and that this left 
no room for partieularistic clamour; and 
this was not all; we had to learn by ex- 


‘perience that to conform to changing con- 


ditions was likewise imperative. Such a 
change in conditions we found, for in-. 
stance, in the theatrical field with the 
passing of the legitimate road show, the 
narrowing of the field formerly known as 
vaudeville, the partial passing of bur- 
lesque, the development of the moving 
picture industry, and, in the dance field, 
by the preference of the public for jazz. 

Prohibition brought about another 
change. Such forms of amusement as 
picnics, excursions, etc.,. have almost en- 
tirely ceased. Resorts which formerly 
employed traveling bands have been 
greatly reduced in numbers. Monster 
balls, formerly given by societies, are no 
longer in vogue, as most of the dancing 
is now confined to dance halls, hotels, 
restaurants and cabarets. 

I mention all this for the mere purpose 
of illustrating how nothing ever remains 
stationary—that all existing things are 
and remain subject to change and new 
developments, and that to an organization 
of our kind it is of the highest importance 
that we recognize that such changes can 
not be hindered. Therefore, conforming 
to changed conditions, even though it may 
at times be most difficult, is especially 
imperative as to do so means to us the 
very successful continuanee of our or- 
ganization. We can only progress by 
conforming to changed conditions, even 
though we have the right to demur 
against such change as being contrary to 
our interests and momentarily involving 
us into hardships. Were we or any other 
organization to fail in this, it would prove 
our or their undoing. The difficulties 
continually confronting us are perplexing 
enough, even though we conform to 
changed conditions. We are often de- 
pendent upon mere conjecture as to what 
is best to be immediately done in order to 
meet such change. We are often not in 
a position to accurately anticipate the 
exact ultimate of a changed condition as 
same, only after passing through consid- 
erable modifications, finally assumes a 
position of fixed reality. However, in all 
of this, we experience nothing but an 
exemplification of the very principles of 
life. Change and evolution forever and 
ever remain eternal law. Organizations, 
or men, who hésitate in the recognition 
of this will pass out of the field of prac- 
tical usefulness and will thereafter sim- 
ply roll along as debris. This must not 
come to pass with our organization, and I 
know it will not, as all of us have, in 
order to prevent it, certainly drawn the 
necessary lesson from the experiences of 
three decades in the successful mainten- 
ance of our organization. I am exceed- 
ingly happy to say that for thirty years 
or more our locals and the Federation 
have successfully conformed to changed 
conditions—have realized that the entire 
membership must be benefitted in order 
that an individual may find his material 
standard lastingly raised. 

To follow any other policy would lead 
us nowhere unless it be into the danger 
of eventual failure of the organization. 
We musicians must remain fully organized 
s0 as not to again create the condition 
that we must in competition meet the 
standard of life of the unorganized or 
partly organized. We recognized, many 
vears ago, that only in organizing as com- 
pletely as possible could. we continue to 
be a factor in the control or the favorable 
influencing of the conditions under which 
we work. This was true then and is true 
now. 

As long as we all realize that nothing 
in life is stationary—that we must accept 
realities as we find them—that conditions 
forever change and that we must conform 
to same, and continually do so, we need 
have no fear that the Federation may not 
continue to remain of inestimable value 
to its members. Continued constructive 
activities in spite of passing setbacks is 
an everlasting necessity and the only 
method which can and will keep our locals 
and the Federation successful, and I think 
I know whereof I speak when saying, that 
were the American Federation of Mu- 
sicians ever to fail in the recognition of 
this, the advantages gained through three 
decades of successful activities would be 
lost in an incredibly short time. How- 
ever, there is no danger of failing as long 
as we remain constructive and do not lend 
our ears to propositions, no matter how 
ideal in conception, but impossible to be 
successfully applied, or permit the = or- 
ganization to become the playground of 
experiments against the success of which 
the existing conditions and realities posi- 
tively militate. 

Reverting again to changed conditions, 
more especially in the theatrical world, 
let me reiterate that the introduction of 
canned music, even though it resulted for 
the time being in hardship to many mem- 
bers, did nevertheless not assume the 
formidable proportions that its promoters 
intended it should, and, I am sure, that 
this was thé result of the activities of our 





organization in causing the public 
in judgment in the matter. 

I am convinced thc.t the attempt to de 
humanize the stage will eventually fail 
and that our members wili then again 
find their customary employment in thea- 
tres unrestricted and that the art and 
culture of music will continue to progress. 

This report has been penned with due 
regard to the position of our members at 
present unfavorably affected by © the 
present adjustment in the amusement 


to be advised of and know our exact 


position in regard to the matter and to be © & 


advised that their interests continue to 


- receive consideration and that their im- 


hats 1--~ os ate ae 


patisncs with their loss of eiipioyment is 
keenly felt by their organization, but that 
compliance to changed conditions which, 
however, ere long promise to become more 
favorable, cannot be avoided. 

Meanwhile, we must guard against 
erroneous procedure. I am convinced 
that the delegates to this convention will 
cope with the problems of our organiza- 
tion in the same farseeing manner as did 
the delegates to previous conventions, and 
that the history of our Federation, as 
eventually written, will record the suce- 
cessive intelligent leadership of all con- 
ventions throughout the entire life of our 
organization. 

In conclusion, permit me to say that in 


spite of changed conditions, unfavorable - 


to our interests, our locals and the Fed- 


eration have as yet no peer in the entire - 


labor movement the world over, in its 
activities to guard the interests of its 
members insofar as economic conditions 
afford the possibility to do so.
